EW YORK, Feb. 22.— 
Automotive stocks in 
the four days of trading this 
week regained the losses of 
last week and went a good 
way toward recovering those 
of the previous week. 

The sixty passenger car, truck, tire 
and accessory stocks used in the 
compilation of the Automotive Daily 
News averages advanced 3.30 points 
in the four days, while the loss last 
week was .72 and 4.18 in the week 
previous, for a total loss in the two 
off weeks of 4.86. With a recovery 
of 3.30, the automotives now stand 
only 1.56 points below their aver- 
age price before the two bad “breaks” 
in the market caused by the steps 
of the Federal Reserve Board to 
curb speculation. 

The stock markets are closed Fri- 
day and Saturday of this week. 

The passenger car company 
stecks led the recovery this week, 

this group in turn being led by 

Auburn, Packard, Chrysler and 

Studebaker. The group gain was 
4.10 points to 62.25, compared to a 
loss in the two past weeks of only 
3.82, putting the average above the 
61.15 high for 1928 and less than

The wide range of automobile products now produced by the 
corporation includes clutches, carburetors, transmissions, axle gears, | 
universal joints, radiators, piston rings, clutch discs, ete. Plants 
employing more than 4,000 persons are located in Chicago, Rockford 
and Moline, Ill; Indianapolis and Muncie, Ind., and Flint, Mich. | 

To list the automobile manufacturers who use one or more of the | 
products of this corporation, giving the articles used, would take the | 
space allotted for this article. It furnishes a very large percentage of 
the industry with parts, accessories and equipment and stands high 10 
its field. Several new and important contracts were obtained by the 
company in the last quarter of 1928 and the income from them will be 
fully reflected in the 1929 balance sheet. January production of radiators 
and clutches set a new high record for any one month, the output being 
about 160,000 units of each product. The sales in that month amounted 
to approximately $800,000. 

Earnings in the first eleven months of 1928 totaled $4,105,510 on the 
common stock, or $10.01 per share on the 410,000 shares then outstanding, 
after allowing for the preferred dividends. Sales of the Long Manutfac- | 
turing Company in 1928 were $7,600,000, with net profit of $800,000. 

Under the terms of the merger stockholders of the Borg & Beck | 
and Marvel Carburetor Companies received for each share of their old 
stock one share of new, while Warner Gear stockholders received 50,009 
new shares in return for 70,000 Class A preference shares and 100,000 
new shares for 140,000 old shares of common. 

Capitalization of the new corporation to handle this exchange 
was $5,000,000 in 7 per cent. cumulative preferred, $100 par, with 
$3,500,000 outstanding, and 500,000 shares of $10 par common, with 
410,000 shares out. Stockholders in December voted an increase of 
authorized common stock from 500,000 to 1,500,000 shares of $10 par 
value, and in January rights were issued giving holders the right to 
purchase at $100 a share one share of common stock for each block 
of ten shares held. These rights expired February 11, all having been 
exercised. Proceeds are being used to pay for the Long Manufac- 
turing Company. 

The stock was listed on the Chicago Stock Exchange, additional 
shares being added in December and January. Book value of the 
common stock was $26.88 as of November 30, 1928, and it was selling then 
at $143 a share on the Chicago Exchange. It has continued to sell 
ground that level. It is traded in on the New York Curb. 

The first dividend was paid on the preferred stock October 1, 1928, 
and the initial quarterly dividend of $1 was paid on the common on 
July 1, 1928. In November a new dividend policy for the common stock 
was adopted. It called for quarterly payments of $1 a share in cash and 
2 per cent. in stock on the common shares, first payment on this basis 
being made January 2 to holders of ‘record December 20. Directors 
gnnounced that this rate would be maintained. 

George W. Borg is president of the new corporation, and directors, 
jin addition to Mr. Borg, are F. C. Ball, C. S. Davis, Paul H. Davis, E. S. 
Eckstrom, John Fletcher, J. R. Francis, Ray P. Johnson and G, A. 
Shallberg. 

Of the three companies around which the merger was built 
Warner Gear was the oldest, having been formed in 1901. The 
Marvel Carburetor Company originated in 1908 and the Borg & 
Beck Company in 1913. Older than any of these companies was the 
Mechanics Universal Joint Company, which had been in existence 
since 1890. All were strong concerns in their field before the merger, 
and the Johnson and Re-Nu Companies brought with them into the 
consolidation contracts that will prove of great value to Borg-Warner. 

Galesburg-Coulter Disc is a consolidation of a company of the same 
name and the Indiana Rolling Mill Company of Newcastle, Ind. The 
original company is the outgrowth of a business started in 1884 by S. A. 
Ingersoll and incorporated in Illinois in 1904. Purchase of the Indiana 
Rolling Mill Company was accomplished in 1917. Until the present 
merger the company was privately owned and it had a record of stable 
earnings behind it.

The tire group average, however, 
is still below the high of 1929 of 
69.25, reached in the week ended 
January 12, and the high of 1928, 
67.57, made in the week ended De- 
cember 29. 

The trucks and tractors went this 
week from 42.45 to 44.86 for a good 
gain of 2.41, nearly equaling the 
total losses of the last two weeks. 
The 1929 high is 45.46, scored in the 
week of February 2, and the 1928 
high of 44.31 was made in the week 
of December. This week’s gain puts 
the trucks above the 1928 top. Ad- 
vance-Rumely was the truck and 
tractor leader, gaining 114 points. 

Earnings statements for the 
whole of 1928 are being issued in 
greater volume at this time, and 
this is having a buoyant effect on 
automotive stocks.

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Engineering Ironies 


O most observers the work of an automotive engineer 
would seem to be based on understood and positive fac- 
tors and the results that he obtains to depend on his skill in 
handling these definite conditions. One of the foremost auto- 
motive engineers in this or any other country, who is, we 
are proud to say, a devoted reader of the Automotive Daily 
News, recently told us that the engineer frequently 
encounters factors in his work, which he is quite as much 
unable to account for, as, say, the artist in oils or the writer 
who intends to do a story along a certain line only to find 
that his yarn has run away from him and has developed 
along an entirely different line. He cited two extremely 
interesting cases in point. 

A manufacturer, one of the big fellows of the automo- 
tive industry, perfected in the laboratory a method of braz- 
ing two metals that had hitherto been considered unsus- 
ceptible to that treatment. This concern produced more 
than 5,000 of these parts—in the laboratory—and in only 
two cases did the amalgamation of the two metals fail to be 


permanent. After literally years of experimentation the proc- 
ess was considered ripe for °ommercial exploitation. The 
equipment used in the laboratory was duplicated absolutely 
for factory use. The same formalae were used, the same 
working conditions, identical temperatures were employed 
at the factory. And—would you believe it?—on the com- 
mercial scale not a single perfect job of amalgamation of 
the two metals could be secured. 

In a second case a manufacturer, noted for the high 
quality of his product, had always bought certain units ready- 
made in the rough by a foreign manufacturer. Inevitably, 
the time came when the American producer thought that he 
could improve his position by making these units here, 
instead of paying for them to the foreign company and in 
addition paying for the transportation cost to America. To 
make sure of a continuance of quality this concern deter- 
mined to use the same raw materials that the foreign maker 
had employed. He arranged for a supply of these raw ma- 
terials. He installed equipment that duplicated exactly that 
of the foreign concern. He brought over skilled workmen 
who had made the units abroad. In other words, he dupli- 
cated, exactly, materials, equipment, labor and conditions 
which had given him his supply of units from abroad. 

Once again, would you believe it? The product made 
here was in no way comparable to that which had formerly 
been imported. It was full of flaws and definitely of a 
lower grade. The final result was that the American manu- 
facturer produced units for himself of American materials 
and under conditions as they existed here, which equaled or 
surpassed the quality of those he formerly imported. 

The ordinary observer hearing these cases would be 
tempted to blame the failures on some imp of the perverse 
which had made up its impish mind that the experiments 
should not be a success. Engineers will know that some- 
where down the line there had been a factor of error, so 
minute that it escaped the attention of even trained engineer- 
ing brains, and yet, sufficient to throw out the entire train 
of production. Perhaps so small a matter as change of 
atmosphere; who knows? Not the engineers, who have 
given their best efforts to achieving the seemingly certain | 
end, only to be disappointed by some invisible factor in the | 
chain. 

Verily the engineer’s life is not all beer and skittles. 
He has to accommodate a thousand known conditions 
and situations, and when he has made a marvelous com- 
promise among conflicting factors, he sometimes finds 
himself flat on his back, thrown by some infinitesimal 
factor which he cannot even locate.

which is locatea in the elevator. 
The elevator operator throws a 
switch and the robot travels out 
in under the car. He throws a 
second switch and the lifting de- 
vice of the robot becomes opera- 
tive, forcing a rubber-faced lifting 
arm up under the differential 
housing of the car. The lifter 
exerts only sufficient pressure 
against the differential housing to 
give traction to the rolling wheels 
of the robot. The first switch is 
then thrown into reverse and the 
robot returns to the elevator with 
the car in tow. 


When the car has been safely 
loaded on the elevator the operator 
throws the elevator control switch. 
This contact also closes the elevator 
door before the lift starts upward. 
When the desired floor is reached 
the elevator levels itself with the 
floor automatically. The robot 
switch is again thrown and car is 
moved out on the floor. The liftng 
device is lowered and the robot re- 
turned to the elevator. 

Meanwhile, perhaps, a_ second 
owner has called to take his car 
out. The dispatcher sends instruc- 
tion to the elevator operator by 
means of the tel-autograph sys- 
tem, directing him to pick up car so 
and so on floor so and so. The 
operator goes to the floor indicated 
and brings the car down on his 
return trip. 

In this way it is possible for one 
operator to handle the entire park- 
ing system on the twenty-four 
floors connected with his car alone. 
The locating and dispatching of 
cars is all done in the office of 
the building, and the operator is 
not permitted to move a car from 
the location assigned it without or- 
ders from the dispatcher. In this 
way, where one car is parked ahead 
of the other, the dispatcher orders 
the elevator man to take the rear 
car from this gallery, place it in 
that gallery and bring the second 
car to the ground floor. Dead stor- 
age cars and cars that move in- 
frequently are placed at the ex- 
treme end of the runways, where 
they require little or no shifting. 

The new garage will accommo- 
date 1,000 cars, with each car 
readily accessible at the owner’s 
request. The building is fireproof 
throughout, and all exposed elec- 
trical motors are of the squirrel- 
cage type, which prevent sparks 
from coming into contract with 
any gasoline fumes which may 
accumulate in the garage. 

Lounging rooms are provided for 
the car owners or their wives and 
friends. These rooms are elaborately 
and tastefully decorated and pro- 
vide a convenient meeting place. A 
chauffeurs’ room is also provided. 
This room will be equipped with 
card tables, checker and pool tables, 
lavatories and shower baths. This 
room is also equipped with a tel- 
autograph signal system by which 
the chauffeur is notified when his 
car has been caried by the owner. 

Still another convenience which 
will be offered will be the privr- 
lege of forwarding purchases direct 
to the garage, where they will be 
sorted and held for the owner’s 
call,

PACKARD TO BUILD NEW 
AIRPLANE MOTOR PLANT 


Detroit, Feb. 22—The Packard 
Motor Car Company has taken the 
first step toward quantity production 
of its newly developed Diesel-type 
radial air-cooled airplane motor. 
Contract is being let for the con- 
struction of a special plant for this 
purpose. The new unit will adjoin 
the company’s main plant, and will 
be 320 feet long and 65 feet deep, 
and three stories high. Cost of con- 
struction is estimated at around 
$300,000, and once construction is 
begun the work should be completed 
within forty to sixty days. 

Although Packard has been a 
pioneer in the manufacture of air- 
craft motors, the new motor is so 
radically different from its prede- 
cessors that a large quantity of new 
and special machinery will be re- 
quired. Some machinery already | 
has been obtained, and the balance | 
will be in readiness upon completion 
of the new plant. All told, the new 
plant, completely equipped, will cost 
approximately $650,000.
